Lee's Report on Cuban Government 


Opposed to Recognition, 


is 


MAN HURT FATALLY, 


Rjrious Accident In a Woven Hose

Explosion Causes a Panic and Inflicts Injury 


and Damage. 


Majority Eeport Will Be Opposed By Democrats 


Who Want Eecognition: The Flying 


Squadron Ordered South. 


(Special Dispatch to Tlia Transcript) 


Washington, April 18—Republican con- 


gressmen agreed on intervention, Demo- 
cratic congressmen for recognition of 
Cuban independence, senators for delay, 
is the situation this afternoon. 


At 1.30 a majority of the house com- 


mittee on foreign affairs agreed to the 
following resolution. 


"That the president is hereby author- 


ized and directed to intervene at ometo 
stop the war in Cuba, to the end and pur- 
pose of securing a permanent peace and 
order there and the establishing by the 
free action of the people there of a stable 
and independent government of their own 
island. 
The president is authorized to 


nse land and naval forces of the United 
States to execute this resolution." 


The Democrat members of the commit- 


tee have finally refused to join with the 
Republicans and will report minority res- 
olutions calling for immediate recognition 
of the Cuban republic. 


The senate will not act on the Cuban 


resolutions today. The conservative sen- 
ators and leaders are urging delay. 


These decisions by the various factions 


of the house and senate were reached 
only after heated debates in every quar- 
ter, and the decisions may be reversed at 
almost any time, bat they follow ovC veiy 
nearly the original intentions ot the par- 
ties. 


EarJi:rit was reported'tl-a tic senate 


and bouse committees would report 
unanimously. The Democratic members 
of the house committee decided after 
hearing Gen. Lee on the existing Cuban 
government to abandon their demand for 
recognition, acci if this is done the bouse 
Democrats will tollow their lead. 


SENATE COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


Intervention but no 


The senate C3-u .. ee adjourns i at 


noon having completed it) wor*. Senator 
Davis reported to the senate immedutely 
on opening. There will be a minority re- 
cognizing independence. Gen. Lee'a 
testimony has great weight in the com- 
mittee against recognizing independence* 


The resolution is "That the people of 


the island are tfnd of right ought to be 
free and independent. The government 
of the United States demands that Spain 
at ones relinquish its authority and gov- 
ernment over the island and withdraw its 
forces from Cuban soil and waters. That 
President is directed to nse the entire 
land and naval forces of the United States 
to carry the resolution into effect." 


Senate Accu»e» Spanish Officials. 


Washington, April 13.— The report of 


the senate committee deals particularly 
with the Maine incident. It says it is the 
opinion of the committee that the de- 
struction of the Maine was compassed 
either by an official act of Spanish au- 
thorities or made possible by negligence 
on their part so willing ana gross as to be 
equivalent in culpability to positive crim- 
inal action. 


A. Gleeting to General Lee. 


Washington, April 13.—When General 


stepped from the train yesterday 


afternoon he was greeted with a tre- 
mendous outburst of applause. Women 
waved their handkerchiefs and men 
their hats, and altogether the demon- 
stration was a notable on*. Washington 
crowd? a* a rule are not demonstrative, 
but thin occasion was a conspicuous ex- 
ception. One of the ladies presented 
him a bouquet of roses tied togethei 
by ribbon ef tht national colors and 
bearing a tiny coi,_ 
,U.LC o.-.i.ue Ha.g. 


Immediately the crowd began to cheer, 
and round after round of applause 
greeted him as he walked slowly and un- 
covered down the long platform of the 
station. General Lee entered a state 
department carriage and was rapidly 
driven up the avenue t* the state de- 
partment. 


As the elevntor came to a stop and the 


consul general stepped out a scene oc- 
f urred unprecedented In the history of 
the Brent building. Hat In hand, Gen 
cral Lee passed Into the corridor, and 
someone said- "Now, boys," and thre 
rousing1 cheers went echoing down the 
long halls. Tiipn there was another 
out- 


burst, and people poured forth frorr 
every room 
After a few minutes thg

Assistant Secretary Day entered a car- 
riage fnd were quickly driven to tin 
White House. General Lee getting an- 
other ovation on his way over.

possible. Recently it gave an English 
firm unlimited orders for all the muni- 
tions it could deliver np to May 1. 


The situation is regarded here today on 


all sides, and apparently even by Minister 
Woodford as being most serious.

A. Bitter unpreMlon. 


London, April 18.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of the Dally Hail says: 
"Th« 


message has produced a very deep and 
bitter impression. Many friends of th« 
cabinet share the sentiments of general 
discontent. 
I am assured en good au- 


thority that Mr. Sagasta is very much 
disgusted at the message,, seeing tha 
difficulties ahead ac a consequence of it 
The comments in political circles ara 
very heated. 
Many people believe thai 


the gavernotent ought to show greatei 
energy.

A Senator's Interpretation. 


Washington, April 13.—A senator close 


to the president says that the greatecl 
criticism upon the message of the presi- 
dent is that it di4 not say anything about 
Independence. He refers to those word! 
near the end of the message: "And tfl 
secure in th« island th>> establishment oi 
a stable government capable of main- 
taining oro>» and observing ite inter- 
national obligations." The senator added 
that "a stable government," capable ol 
observing its international obligations 
must be Independent. If it was an inde- 
pendent government it would have no 
International obligations. The sam* sena- 
tor insisted that this part of th« message 
meant independence, but the president 
was writing a document that meant his- 
tory and precedent, and he had to con- 
fine himself to <5'nli>matlc language. 


A Dearth oi 


New York, April 13.—A letter from 


Hong Kong says: It Is now just • 
month since the terrible explosion which 
wrecked th* Maine, an* yet officer* of 
the Unltefl States warship* here have 
none but the most meager general newt 
of the cat event. Unable to stand th* 
•train of uncertainty any longer, about 
a week since th* officers and men made 
Up a purse and cabled home for some 
news. The reply informed the Ameri- 
cans that "great excitement prevailed; 
sinking of Maine suspected not acci- 
dental; war preparations active; com- 
mission Inquiring into matter," and gave 
the names of officers who lost their lives. 
That is the sum total of the Information 
received to date, and yet the United 
States squadron is kept in readiness to 
move at a few hours' notice. 


R«fng«es on S»fe Ground. 


New York, April 18.—The steamer Uto 


has brought seven refugees from Span- 
ish persecution at Matanias. They are 
Charles Rodrigues and family, and John 
Clark, an American boy. Mr. Rodrlguei 
was at one time a man of considerable 
wealth, but was obliged to abandon 
everything In order to sav* his family. 
The crew of the Uto say that all was In 
confuslen at Matnnsas. Th* people wtr« 
greatly Melted and the Spaniards wtre 
loudly clamoring for war with the United

THE CEBTAINTV OF WAH. 


Hostilities Will Follow 'Whatever 


CougreM Doe*. 


"Washington, April 13.— There feu gen- 


eral feeling among public men that the 
action of congress as foreshadowed in 
the resolutions render the situation ex- 
tremely critical. Conservative leaders 
of both parties consider war inevitable 
as a result of their adoption unless Spain 
makes a final and complete surrender 
by giving up Cuba. 


The situation is regarded as so crit'cal 


that the Republicans of the ways and 
means committee, as a result of private 
conferences, have reached an agree- 
ment ae to a method of raising $109,000,- 
000 additional revenue annually foe tb« 
prosecution of the war by Increasing the 
tax on beer and tobacco and placing a 
tax on tea and coffee. They also agreed 
to authorise th« Issue of a popular loan 
of t5W,<X>j),Qp6 an'd'the issue of certificates 
of indsbtiHJness to meet emergencies. 


The president is authorized, directed 


and empowered to intervene at once to 
restore peace on th* Island of Cuba and 
secure to the people th«reof a firm, stable 
and Independent government of their 
own, and is authorized to use the army 
and naval forces of the United States 
to secure the end. This substantially is 
the resolution agreed upon by the Re- 
publican morribers of the foreign affairs 
committee of the house. Before finally 
deciding upon the wording of the reso- 
lution, the committee carefully consid- 
ered several other forms. Information 
was conveyed to the committee, however, 
that a, strong resolution was demanded, 
and several members made th* contest 
for the resolution that was finally agreed 
upon. 


The only way Spain can avoid fight- 


ing is by running away. 
If she k,e*ps 


her armed forces in Cuba the president 
will have to obey the mandate of con- 
gress and drive them out. 
The course 


of th* president after th* passage of the 
resolutions ,by" congress has b**n con- 
sidered and partly outlined. 
He will 


cable the resolutl6ns to the Madrid gov- 
ernment, and he will probably accom- 
pany them with a short not*, which will 
hava all the force and effect of an ul- 
timatum. 
Spain may be given a brief 


period measured in hours In which to 
obey the orde.r ot ejectment. 
Falling 


to comply, force will be employed, and 
the* fleets will move with Havana aa 
their objective point. 


President MdKlnley has undoubtedly 


been hopeful that, In view of the pres- 
sure of the great powers upon Spain, a 
few days of flelay now might mean a 
peaceabl* s«ttl«nent, and as his unvary- 
ing purpose baa been to avert war and 
maintain peace, if it could b« done with- 
out prolonging the present conditions in 
Cuba indefinitely, he has gladly listened 
to the assurances on this lln«. It must 
be said, however, that his confidence 
•was shaken when he got a translation 
of the complete report in Spanish of the 
new proposition handed Judge Day by 
the Spanish minister on Sunday, and 
found that It did n«t b*ar out the sum- 
mary in English which the minister fur- 
nished at the same time, and which the 
president, in the cabinet meeting of 
Sunday night, determined to bring to 
th* attention ef congr*ss In th* adden- 
dum which h* talked on to hl» message, 
an4 the copy of the official proclamation 
of Captain General Blanco, which he re- 
ceived Tuesday, gav* him an even more 
unfavorable Impression of the conces- 
sions toword the p*ae*fu! settlenisnt 
proposed by Spain. 


The fact that what was t«rm«fl, in the 


(English summary submitted by Mr. 
Bernabe, an "armistice," turns out in 
these official declarations to be only a 
"suspension of hostilities," puts a dif- 
ferent face upon the matter, and robs it 
of much of its hopeful 
significance. 


President McHinley got word from an 
apparently authoritative source that 
the Cuban Insurgents would not make 
any suspension of hostilities correspond- 
ing to that proposed by the Spanish, 
although they might have considered 
an armistice of a genuine and mutual 
character, and that they had no more 
confidence in the good faith of the Span- 
ish government in this new move than 
the majority of congress has. 


Cambridge, Mass., April 13.— As the re- 


sult of an explosion of a gas tank at the 
factory of the Boston "Woven Hose and 
Rubber company, Patrick Grady, 32 
years old, a fireman, was fatally burned 
and John Gallagher, 37 years old; Ste- 
phen McCormlck, 39 years old, and 
Charles Holllnb*ck received sever* in- 
juries from scalding. 
All of the men 


except Hollinbeck were firemen, and 
wer* caught in the boiler room. A panic 
among tha 1200 «mployes, many of them 
girls, was averted by the good judgment 
displayed by the foremen. 


The explosion was terrific, the report 


being heard distinctly fully a mile away. 
According to the factory officials the ex- 
act cause of the explosion is unknown, 
although is was possibly caused by gas 
which exploded in some way by the 
heat or fire fr*m the boiler room. A 
naphtha tank 3ft feet away remained in- 
tact. 
A fire started outside the boiler 


room, and scorched this building and 
also the calender building opposite the 
boiler room. 
The force of the explosion 


broke sevesal hundred panes of window 
glass in the boiler room, calender build- 
ing and building No. 6. The air was 
full of flying glass and escaping steam. 
All the men were quickly taken from the 
building and sent to the hospital. The 
damage by the explosion will amount to 
about

N«w Bedford, April 13.— At the Pierce

The operative 


was knocked Aown, and when he escaped 
a shoTs-er of sticks and stones followed. 
Th« police diepersed tho crowd, but 
made no arrests. 


At the otljer mills there was some hoot- 


ing and jeering, but no disturbance took 
place. 
About 8360 operatives returned 


to work yesterday, nearly double the 
Jnumber on Monday. 
The speeder ten- 


ders and card room help have voted not 
to go back to work under the reduction.

In order to widen its scope, was changed 
to the National Federation of Textile 
Operatives. 
A legislative committee 


•was appointed consisting of Arthur 
Brook, Manchester, N. H.; DominickE. 
Brogan and Joseph O'Brien, Lonsdale, 
R. I.; Thomas F. Connolly, Lowell, Mass., 
and Alfred Hibbert, Tall River, to work 
for shorter hours and uniform wages. 


It was announced amid applause that 


th* total arr'Ounnt of aid furnished the 
New Bedford strikers was $60,000. 
A 


provision for a strike fund was made 
by an assessment of five cents per cap- 
ita from local treasuries. 


Civil Service Change*. 


Washington, April 13. — There is good 


ground for the statement that the presi- 
dent, on the advice of ajnajority of his 
cabinet, has practicall^decided to re- 
store the offices of chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of divisions and messengers and 
assistant messengers in the executive 
departments and many outside offices 
to the status they held before President 
Cleveland included them in the classi- 
fied service. If this is done all the of- 
fices named would be put in the class 
exempted from examination and the ap- 
pointments be left to the heads of the 
respective departments. 


Democrat* Mud* Gain*. 


New York, April IS.— Charter elec- 


tions were held In many of the towns and 
cities throughout New Jersey yesterday.

HOW THE MONEY NECESSARY TO 
CARRY ON WAR MIGHT BE RA1SCD. 


Wilbur F. W»kemmn, Apprklier of the Fort 


of New York, Outlines • Tariff and In- 
ternal Kev«uu« Scheme to Net 5100,000,- 
000 and MOM • Tear — The Cubani. 


NEW YORK, April 13. — [Special.] — 


Here Is a brief synopsis of tho methods 
through which n war revenue might bo 
obtained by tbe government of tho United 
States. 


It was furnished to mo today by W'ilbur 


F. Wakoman, appraiser for tho port of 
New York, who, as genornl secretary of 
the American Protective Tariff league, 
has inado as close study of revenue raising 
measures as anybody now Jh»iig in tho 
United States, President ftoKinley and 
tho Hon. Mr. Dingley not oxeepted. 


Mr. Wakeman'* Flan. 


"In the first plnoo," said Mr. Wnkoman, 


"let us consider what increase in revenue 
oould bo obtained by additional tariffs on 
imports. Under tho present law the froe 
list is tremendous. It includes toa and 
coffee, besides hundreds of articles used in 
manufactures of many sorts. 
A 10 por 


cent duty on all tho Roods now coming in 
free would net $50,000,000 annually, I am 
sure. 


"Ton percent additional on goods 'ad- 


vanced In condition' and a like addition 
on 'finished products' would bring in $25,- 
000,000 more, or 875,000,000 a year In all 
that might be added in the way of import 
duties. I should explain, of course, that 
this should not be applied indiscriminate- 
ly to tbe general schedules and that due 
provisions should be made for compensa- 
tory duties, drawbacks, etc., but it is 
hardly necessary to go into elaborate de- 
tails as to all this at this time and place. 


"In Increasing tho internal revenue re- 


ceipts it would bo wise, I should say, to 
include all spirits instead of depending on 
beer alone. And in order to continue the 
advantage now enjoyed by domestic pro- 
ducers it would be well to make tho tariff 
tax on foreign goods just double that on 
those manufactured in this country. Thus 
if tl a barrel additional internal revenue 
ta£ is imposed on American beer a $3 ad- 
ditional tax should ba placed on the im- 
ported product. If there is an additional 
internal revenue tax of 25 cents a gallon 
on homemade whisky, an additional tax 
of 50 cents should be laid on that brought 
in from abroad, and tbe same rule should 
bo observed as to champagne and other 
wines and also tobacco, if it were sub- 
ject to more taxation for war purposes. 


"According to this plan, tbe increase of 


internal revenue receipts would be not far 
from $30,000,000, and this would bring 
the total additional revenue up to more 
than $100,000,000. Of course it is not pos- 
siblo to predict the effect of any revenue 
measure with exactness, but the increase 
from the plan outlined would not be like- 
ly to fall below $3,000,000 a week. Tho 
additional burden of taxation thus laid 
would be distributed, in my opinion, 
about as impartially as it could be by any 
scheme likely to be devised. 


"Of course such a measure as I have 


outlined should have a clause limiting ita 
life to the duration of the war." 


A» to the Cubans. 


"Most people were a good bit surprised, " 


said a man who has visited the Insurgents' 
camps two or three times to me today, "at 
what Counsel Rubens of the junta is re- 
ported to have said a few days ago con- 
cerning the probable attitude of the Cu- 
bans toward tho United States in a cer- 
tain contingency. Now, it doesn't behoove 
mo to pass any comment^ in this instance, 
but I am perfectly willing to say one thing 
on condition that my name be not quoted. 
It is this: 


"The people of tbo United States may 


be treated to a number of surprises by the 
Cubans before they get to know them 
thoroughly. The things to be learned 
about the islanders won't surprise those 
of us who know Cuba and are Cuba's best 
friends, of course, for wo have already 
passed tho stage of surprise. 


"But It should be remembered by those 


•who know about the Cubans only through 
what has been printed concerning them 
that they are of Spanish descent and that 
they are far from being Americans of tho 
United States type. Of course the Spanish 
character has been vastly modified in tho 
Cubans, but they are still far more like 
the Spanish stock than you would imagine. 


"I don't wish to say one word in dis- 


paragement of tho Cuban's ability and 
willingness to fight, but I wouldn't hesi- 
tate a moment to attack 1,000 Cuban in- 
surgents and 1,000 Spanish soldiers, 2,000 
in all, other things being equal, with 500 
trained American fighting men. Their 
notions of war are vastly different from 
ours in many respects. In all the time tho 
Spaniards and Cubans have been fighting 
there have been more retreats on both sides 
than advances. Two or three times while 
I was in Cuba I knew of the forces on 
both sides advaiujing all day till at night 
they camped irrclose proximity. Before 
daylight both bad retreated, and bad ei- 
ther advanced nothing would have been 
found in the position occupied by tho oth- 
er but tho smoldering embers of camp- 
fires. The Cubans have always justified 
such Fabian tactics on the ground of their 
inferior numbers and poor supplies of 
ammunition. 
And no doubt they have 


done very well against the Spaniards, ev- 
erything considered, but they could not 
have done a tithe as well against soldiers 
of any northern nationality. 


"With respect to martrnanship, I must 


say that tho Spaniards and tho Cubans are 
about on the same level, and that it is a 
surprisingly low one from our standpoint. 


Getting Along In Cuba. 


"The climate of Cuba Is always spoken 


of as something men of northern blood 
cannot successfully combat and properly, 
too, for that matter, unless plenty of good 
horse sense be exorcised. Yet I have known 
men from tho United States to get along 
•without a bit of trouble. 


"To begin with, tho tinacolimatcd vis- 


itor in Cuba should avoid absolutely the 
drinking of any water that has not had a 
thorough, continued boiling. 
Then he 


should not cat uncooked fruit or vegeta- 
bles in any circumstances. IIo should bo 
mighty sparing in his use of liquors of nil 
kinds or, bettor yet, let them alone alto- 
gether. Men who take all theso precau- 
tions may feel reasonably secure — in fact, 
I do not nt this moment recall any cno 
who has observed them and had tho fever. 


"But it in only right to say that it ia 


not easy to uso what horso sense you have 
in Cuba and that I could almost count 
tho number of my acquaintances who have 
done so on tho fingers of iny two hands. 
It is so easy to do tho forbidden things 
that 09 in 100 break over their good reso- 
lutions and, of course, a good share of 
those who do this are sure to pay for their 
lack of restraint with their lives."

VALUE RECEIVED AT HOSPITAL. 


"The 
city council may appropriate 


money from time to time in aid of the 
North Adams hospital, and in return for 
for such appropriations the said, hospital 
shall receive persons for tha reception of 
whom the city may erect, establish and 
maintain a hospital; but such appropria- 
tions shall not exceed in any one year a 
•urn amounting to one tenth of one per 
cent, of the valuation of the city for th» 
preceding year." 


The foregoing is the provision in the 


city charter relating to the granting of 
money to the hospital. It was evidently 
inserted for the express purpose of allow- 
ing the counoillto aid one of the most 
deserving of local institutions. 
It is 


merely the manner of granting money, 
that is causing discussion in the council at 
present. This body is practically unani- 
mous in the opinion that the hospital 
should be aided substantially, but oa the 
question as to whether this aid should ba 
made as an appropriation pure and sim- 
ple, or be appropriated in payment for 
the care of patients at the hospital, public 
opinion is divided. 


Two city solicitors have 
given the 


opinion that the latter is the only method 
that is entirely legal under this section of 
the charter. 
To the lay mind this 


technicality seems unreasonable, and the 
popular demand is for immediate grant- 
ing of money for tbe institution. Coun- 
cilman Braoewell called attention to this, 
and again emphasized it Tuesday evening 
by voting for conscience's sake against the 
appropriations as a whole. But the fact 
remains that legal opinion is at present 
against the popular demand. 


Nobody would be quicker to grant 


money to the hospital than1 the present 
city council if such action was decided to 
be legal, and i£ future investigations of 
the laws relating to the subject show it to 
be so, a special appropriation woula 
doubtless be quickly passed. 


Until such time, the only available rem- 


edy for the present pitifully inadequate 
support seems to be in the hands of the 
hospital management. 
The claim has 


been made publicly that the city does not 
pay all it costs to care for city patients 
there. 
This is admittedly true. And 


Without doubt the bills to the city for the 
full cost of caring for them would be paid 
if they were presented. At present the 
city is paying what the hospital charges, 
these being the only claims which can 
under present rulings be recosrizsd. The 
charges to this city, as well as to neigh- 
boring towns which send patients here, 
•Jjpuld be made enough to cover every 
possible expense. 


It is said that many little details of care 


after the patient is dismissed and other 
features make this difficult. Bat the city 
charter limits the payments to be made 
only at "one-tenth of one per cent, of the 
valuation." and a alight exercise in math- 
ematics will show how much city patients 
might cost at the outside limit.

Must Be Actual, Not Merely on Paper. 


Military P»»co No Loujjer Countenance* 
Wanton Destruction of Cities—Bow His- 
tory Recardt the Burning of Wanliiug*on 


V7APIUNGTON, April 13.—[Special.]—No 


matter what else may happou, thero is no 
expectation that war between Spain and 
ti>o United States will bo carried into tho 
enemy's country. 
Military men agroo 


that no effort will be ntndo by .Spain to in- 
vado tho United States anil that no at- 
tempt will be made ty tho United .Status 
to invade ir'pain. Cuba is naturally looked 
to aa the battleground, aa tho bone of con- 
tention between tho two nations. 
Ib is 


well known to be tho policy ot the United 
States to invest. Cuba with our Hoots, to 
blockade the ohltif oitles and to prohibit 
tbe Bonding in of supplies. Under modern 
construction of international law a block- 
ade roust be actual, not merely on paper. 
The days have gone by in which a belliger- 
ent may issue a proclamation that such and 
such ports are blockaded and thereby at- 
tempt to keop out all tho merchant ships 
of neutrals, f To be effective the blockade 
must be actual, physical. 
In that case, 


and in that case only, does the prohibition 
apply, and merchant ships trying to run 
tho blockade do so at thoii' own risk. 


No Spanish Invasion. 


It is true that Spain may in desperation 


attempt to bombard ono or two American 
cities, but there is not much fear of this 
on the part of our naval experts. They 
boliovo the energies of the Spanish navy 
are to be confined to an effort to defend 
Cuba and to inflicting damage upon tho 
warships of the United States. 
heavy guns begin to roar, it will bD along 
the coast of Cuba. There ia small chanco 
that the Spaniards will endeavor to attack 
Boston or New York or Washington. Tho 
wanton destruction of cities not directly 
Involved in the natural line of attack is 
discouraged by modern writers upon mil- 
itary law and usage.

The Burning; of Washington. 


Nearly all writers of history, whether 


they be American, English or continental, | 
agree that the burning of Washington by j 
the British in 1814 was an outrage and an ; 
indignity unexampled in modern times. ] 
The British raiders set fire to the prcsi- j 
dent's house, to tbe oapitol and other 
buildings, and they destroyed or carried ' 
away valuable records and committed 
other acts of savagery. Treating of this, 
lamentable episode, a distinguished his- j 
torian wrote: 
j 


"But the penalty inflicted upon Great! 


Britain for thiivandalism was summary 
and effective. 
The invaders were almost 


immediately and ignominiously driven 
back to their ships with tho humiliation 
and stigma attached to a horde of baffled 
marauders. 
Whatever party divisions ex- 


isted in the United States as to the policy 
of the war ceased when it was learned this 
was the way in which Groat Britain pro- 
posed to carry on the war. Throughout 
the continent of Europe there was not a 
publicist who did not condemn tbe out- 
rage as a disgrace do England and as a 
gross violation of tbe laws of war. Napo- 
leon had been spoken of as reckless, but, 
though he occupied almost every capital 
in Europe, instead of destroying the pub- 
lic buildings he took them under his pro- 
tection. It is not surprising that the mili- 
tary spirit of the United States should 
have been stimulated by this outrage and 
that the battle of New Orleans was tho 
response to tho burning of Washington." 


Even in Groat Britain this vandalism 


was severely condemned. Tho Edinburgh 
Beview that very year said: "Nothing 
could be so uuwieo, to say nothing more, as 
our unmeaning marauding expedition to 
Washington and Baltimore, which exas- 
perated without weakening and irritated 
all the passions of the nation without even 
a tendency to diminish its resources— 
nay, which added directly to their force 
both by the indignation and unanimity 
which they excited and by teaching them 
to feel their own strength and to despise 
an enemy that, with all bis preparation 
and animosity, could do them so little 
substantial mischief." 


Where War IB Justifiable. 


16 would be the shortest sighted policy 


possible for Spain to aitampc to lay waste 
an American city, for that act would give 
rise to Kpeh passions that nothing short of 
absolule ruin of tho Spanish empire 
would satisfy the American people. Be- 
sides, the destruction of a purely commer- 
cial city, where no war operations were 
carried on, would be contrary to the rules 
of war as now construed. The broad rule 
is that war is justifiable only where its 
operations tend to secure tho ends of war. 
Wanton destruction uf property that could 
not by any possibility nourish or give 
shelter to the opposing forco is forbidden 
by the rules of war. 
On the other hand, 


destruction of property that could bo just- 
ly regarded as directly or indirectly con- 
tributing to tbe support of tho enemy or 
as affording him a base of operations is 
justifiable. 


Every caso must be judged according to 


tbe circumstances surrounding it. The 
broad rule is that war's necessities permit 
of the destruction of movable property, of 
tho ways and channels of traffic, for by in- 
flicting such losses upon au enoiny ho may 
be seriously crippled. But tho burning of 
buildings which could novor contribute to 
tho enemy's strength is not within tho 
rule. The latest construction of the rule 
does not admit of wholesale seizure or de- 
struction of private property on tho jnrvo 
suspicion that it may contribute to tin* 
•trength of tho enoiny, but restricts such 
•eizure or destruction, save under special 
circumstances, to public movable property. 
A victorious army seizes all public money 
and movable property and deques!erg all

Question Raised By Councilman Ami- 


don Should Be Settled. 


The question Introduced by Councilman 


Amldon at the city council meeting Tues- 
day evening, in regard to the cUrk of the 
city treasurer, and reported under the 
city council business, created much inter- 
est In the olty. The question Include* all 
the clerks appointed in the city depart- 
ments and not definitely provided for ex- 
cept by the general provisions of the 
charter. 


There was no attempt to show that the 


city treasurer was not justified in having 
a clerk, and the fact that caused the ques- 
tion seems to be that in this case the title 
of assistant treasurer had sometimes been 
used. Everyone realizes the work done 
in the department, and that it cannot be 
done by one man. The question Is one as 
to whether the authority is given to the 
head of a 
department 
to 
secure 


at the city's expense such help as he mar 
consider necessary, as is' done in most 
departments. Legal advice on the sub- 
ject had been given, and the charter has 
been declared to authorize U, but any 
doubt there may be on the subject should 
be removed at onoe by an open settle- 
molt of it for all departments. 


Toe passages in the charter which re- 


late to this are as follows: 


"The administrative officer* and boards 


aboved named in this title, (including the 
city treasurer) and all admini t a'we 
officers and boards heieatter established 
by the city council and not coming within 
the department of any officer or board so 
aboved named, shall have the power, ex- 
cept as hfai'ein otherwise provided to ap- 
point or employ, and to remove or dis- 
charge, all officers, clerks and employes 
in their respective departments." 


"The compensation of all perions not 


employed by boards or heads of depart- 
ments and not herein provided for shall 
be established by the city council." 


The authority given by these passages 


is one of Inference, and the city solicitor 
may be asked to give an opinion on it.

BOSTON OPINION. 


•Violotlan* Htoppad Short of Oflelal 


Recognition of Cuba. 


Boston, April 13.—"It il evident from 


news from all sources in Washington," 
Bays The Pout, "that con*r«»a proposes, 
while acting in the general line of tit* 
president's recommendations, to go sev- 
eral steps beyond them. To authorize 
the executive to Intervene in a neutral 
way, when and as he pleases, does not 
appear to meet the full measure of the 
necessities of the situation as viewed by 
both partita in congress. It la extreme- 
ly probable that congress will demand 
immediate armed Intervention; and, 
vecondly, that it will declare either by 
preamble or by main resolution that the 
Cubans should be a free and indepen- 
dent people. Such a resolution or pre- 
amble stops short of the official recog- 
nition of Cuba, but is indicative of the 
character and purpose of the immediate 


"Armed intervention has ceased to be 


the subject for controversy," The Jour- 
nal argues. 
"The message has made it 


the fixed, established policy of the United 
States. 
All who have opposed it must, 


if they are good citizens, now fall loyally 
Into line. Support the president! Sus- 
tain the government!" 


Says The Advertiser: "The message 


Is interpreted in the light of the whole 
of the known facts. These include the 
situation in Cuba, the long and lurid his- 
tory of Spain's domination of the Island, 
the president's intentions and fixed pur- 
poses as frankly revealed by him from 
time to time to leading men in congress, 
and the publicly declared attitude of a 
majority of the members, in both 
branches, of that congress to whose 
wisdom and patriotism the president, 
knowing that attitude full well, has con- 
fidently appealed. The message means 
free Cuba. True, U does not say thai 
in expressed terms. Because it does not, 
some people are, and more pretend to be, 
terribly disappointed." 


Congress having committed Itself In 


the past to intervention as the* only 
means of peace. The Globe says, "it can 
act now without risking an Impeachment 
of its good faith at home and abroad; 
but it should act quickly and decisively, 
and thereby spare the country the peril 
of European interference and all the 
countless vexations of further delay."

Thames River Rowing Course. 


A survey of the Thames river course 


to be used for the Harvard- Yale-Cornell 
races shows that there is ample room 
for three crews for a distance of four 
miles. The details follow: 


"Width of river—Start, 2,000 feet; 


one-half mile, 3,500 feet; 1 mile, 2,250 
feet; 1^ miles, 2,250 feet; 2 miles (di- 
rectly opposite United States naval sta- 
tion), 1,300 feet; 2>£ miles, 2,700 feet; 
8 miles, 2,800 feet; 8)4 miles, 2,700 
feet; 4 miles (finish), 1,250 feet. A 
width of 100 feet is left between each 
crew to row in. From the start the new 
course runs 1}£ miles straightaway; at 
tbe \y, miles it is 400 feet west of the 
old course for three-fourths of a mile, 
and then deflects to tbe east (left) side 
of the old course for three-fourths of a 
mile, and thence \% of a mile straight- 
away to the finish, which is just north 
of the Thames river bridge. Thia course 
offers a depth of water after the first 
half mile varying from 18 to 50 feet. 
The deflection is made to follow the 
ohannel of the river, and this gives the 
crews all tbe benefit of the current.— 
New York Telegram.

Young Girls Kept In Slavery by Spanish Army 


Officials—Photographs 
of the Inmates 


Secured With 
Difficulty,

Havana, April 1.—I have passed the 


sacred portals o£ a real harem. I have 
penetrated to the innermost courts of 
orientalism. I have visited one of these 
places, and I know positively that there 
are two more—not In Constantinople, 
not m Teheran, but right here in Ha- 
\ana. 
' 


In each of these harems there ar* 


from six to 20 young girls—Spanish, 
ci eoles and negroes. The girls are prac- 
tically slaves. The mistress of each 
harem is a Turkish woman who knows 
her business. The master in each case 
is a Spanish official of high rank and 
great wealth. 


The accompanying photographs were 


made possible by the vanity of a Span- 
ish girl in the harem I visited. But for 
the desire of that young lady to perpet- 
uate her beauty on paper even a snap 
ehot would have been impossible. The 
pictures were taken on the roof of the 
house. It was taken in the middle of 
the afternoon while the other inmates 
were enjoying the customary midday 
siesta. The girl shown in the photo- 
graph was Spanish, aged 18, beautiful, 
refined, misguided and a slave, actual 
property owned by a Spanish official. 


It is hardly necessary to say that the 


startling discovery of these places was 
made only after a long period of wire 
pulling. A New York friend, a leading 
cigar manufacturer, while in Havana 
buying tobacco introduced me to a 
Spanish official, a don whose rank is 
high above the multitude. I met this 
official later at the house of a certain 
prominent Spanish merchant 
whose 


v, ife is an English woman. There was 
also present that night a young Eng- 
lish girl, my hostess' niece. She was 
engaged to be married to the Spanish 
official there present. She was 19, he 69. 
She was sweet; he had the face of a 
brute. 


We spent a very pleasant evening. 


The Spanish official drank a great deal 
of wine. When he arose to go, he stag- 
gered. "I will see Senor Don home," I 
volunteered. My services

We got into a volanta and drove to 


the senor's home. We entered, the senor 
leaning heavily upon my arm. He tried 
to talk, but he only succeeded in be- 
coming more and more maudlin.

was obtained from one of its inmates, 
the Spanish girl shown In the photo- 
graph. She was very pretty and very 
silly. In her crimson satin costume, with 
its baggy trousers and turban a la Con- 
stantinople and her gorgeous beads and 
bracelets a la Persia, she looked very 
foolish and very bewitching. She wore 
crimson silk stockings, which were not 
full of holes, but of conspicuous bunches 
of black thread with which the holes 
had been sewed up. Her red satin slip- 
pers were very much down at the heel. 
Her eyes were wicked and glorious. Her 
smile was that of a baby. 


While the Turkish woman dragged 


away the drunken master I saw the 
Spanish girl just described passing 
through the courtyard.

How To Steer a Dog Sled 


Those who are going to Alaska would 


do well to profit by the experience of 
men who have been there. The weather 
there for a greater portion of the year 
is so severe that the acquisition of 
knowledge by experience is likely to 
prove extremely hazardous. A man who 
has spent several winters in Alaska of- 
fers the following suggestions as to the 
best means of handling a sled: 


Travelers in Alaska are finding that 


about the best way to manage a sled on 
a bad trail is to rig handles to it and 
to follow it as a farmer does a plow. 
Going down a hill it can be held back 
by the handles, and on sidling places It 
is about the only way that it can be 
kept under absolute control. If the sled 
is to be pulled by dogs, handles are al- 
most indispensable. If two men furnish 
power, it is well for one of them to pull 
and the other to push unless they hap- 
pen to be brothers. In the latter case 
it prevents trouble in Alaska, as else- 
where, to hitch both abreast and put 
no stay chains on the doubletree. 


The framework which supports tht 


handles by being laced to the side of the 
sled with strings of rawhide forms.a 
basket, which makes It easier to secure 
the load. A rope is looped along the 
edge of the sled all the way around and 
made stationary. Through these loops 
from side to side the lash rope is pass- 
ed, and thus the load is quickly se- 
cured. 


The problem of pitching the tent at 


stops and lighting a fire is a serious 
one. When the thermometer registers 
20 or 40 degrees below zero, a 
man 


hardly dares to remove his mit to start 
a fire. And then, during the winter, 
which is the longest part of the year 
in Alaska, it is very often difficult to 
find dry wood. The best thing I have 
found to get a quick blaze is to carry 
balls of cloth saturated in coal oil. Plaon 
one of these in the stove, light it, and 
it will ignite almost any kind of wood. 
The windproof matches which I have 
seen in the stores of San Francisco 
should form a part of every Klondiker'i 
outfit.

Puerto Rico, or Porto Rico, as It is 


generally termed, is the smallest and 
most easterly of the Great Antilles and 
has an area, including its dependencies 
Cthe isles of Vieque, Culebra and Mo- 
na), of 3,500 square miles, with a pop- 
ulation of about 900,000, of whom 350,- 
000 are whites, the remainder mixed 
breeds. It is separated from Santo Do- 
mingo on the west by the Mona pas- 
sage, in which lies the island of Mona, 
and from the Virgin islands on the east 
by the Virgin passage, in whose wa- 
ters are Vieque and Culebra. 
It is 


nearly rectangular in shape, with a 
length east and west of about 100 miles 
and a breadth of 40. There are many 
bays and inlets, and the north coast is 
lined 
%vith navigable lagoons. 
The 


principal ports are San Juan, Arecibo, 
Aguadilla, Mayaguez, Ponce, Guayaml- 
la, Humacao and Fajardo. A range of 
mountains extends through the island 
east to west, having a general height of 
1,500 feet, with one peak in the north- 
east, Luquiiio, whose summit the In- 
dians called Yunque, of 3,678 feet, merg- 
ed in the clouds. 


From the dark green hills descend 


many small streams, some of which are 
navigable a few miles inland. There 
are plains in the interior and level 
tracts from five to ten miles wide on 
the coast. The soil is exceedingly fer- 
tile and produces in great abundance 
coffee, tobacco, cotton, rice and maize. 
The amount of sugar raised is greater 
for a given area than on any other is- 
land of the West Indies. 
There are 


scarcely any wild animals, birds or 
flowers to be found there. Gold, copper, 
lead, iron and coal abound, though no 
mines are worked. There is considera-

ble s^lt to be found and a great variety 
of precious woods. The climate, though 
exceedingly warm, is more healthful 
than that of the other Antilles and, in 
fact, is superior in all respects. The is- 
land has suffered much from huiri- 
canes, those of 1742 and 1825 being par- 
ticularly destructive. 


The natives called the island Borin- 


quin, but when it was discovered by 
Columbus in 1493, who was surprised at 
oysters growing on trees, the Spaniards 
christened it "Rich Port." 
Ponce de 


Leon then invaded it and in a few 
years exterminated the natives, esti- 
mated to be 750,000 in number. Slavery 
was only finally abolished by the Span- 
ish cortes in March, 1873. 


JThe chief to\vns are San Juan Bap- 


ti'ste de Puerto Rico, the capital, brief- 
ly called San Juan; San German, Ponce, 


but for some reason there has not been 
any determined resistance as yet. Pos- 
sibly they lack the facilities of their 
brothers m the larger island to the 
west.

have no difficulty making its way up 
the coast without attracting attention 
from an enemy. 


The French sent a boat 108 feet 2 


inches long, 10 'feet 8 inches beam. 9 
feet deep and of 50 tons displacement 
from Toulon to Cherbourg by rail. The 
boat was mounted on two six wheel 
trucks of special design, each having a 
pivoted saddle to counteract the change 
of direction of the cars in going around 
curves. To meet the problem of tun- 
nel clearance the trucks were made 
very low. They were of iron and steel. 
Ordinary flat cars were run ahead and 
behind the trucks. The boat was lifted 
from the water by a heavy deirick and 
lowered into place on the trucks. All 
stores, coal, anchors, movable machin- 
ery, 
compass, skylights, funnels, the 


rudder and the propeller had been re- 
moved and were put on ordinary freight 
cars. The train was run at an average 
speed of 15 to 18 miles an hour where 
the track was straight, but it slowed 
down at curves for fear of straining the 
hull of the boat. At one time for ex- 
perimental purposes the speed was in- 
creased to 24 miles. The entire trip, 649 
miles, was made In four days. At the 
end of the Journey another big crane 
lifted the boat from the trucks and de- 
posited it in the water. It was found 
to be in good condition, and the crew, 
which had traveled on the same train, 
very soon put it in fighting trim. 


The French experiment was of the 


greatest value to the United States, be- 
cause we are better supplied with rail- 
roads than any other country in the 
world. We know that in an emergency 
the single warship which our treaty 
with Great Britain now permits us to 
keep in service on the lakes could be 
supplemented promptly with five or six 
torpedo boats, carried to any of the lake 
ports by rail. It would be possible to 
carry torpedo boats over to the Pacific 
coast in an emergency in t\vo or three 
weeks. If an enemy shouKl blockade 
New Orleans and threaten inland cities 
by way of the Mississippi river, we 
could have a feet of torpedo boats 
steaming down the river from St. Louis 
in three or four days.

and cradles, however.

BUSY COUNCIL MEETING 


Appropriations Pass Second 


Reading and Many New 


Matters Considered. 


SEWERS AND PAVING ADVISED 


Curfew Ordinance Presented by W. 


C. T, U. 
Councilman Bracewcll 


Votes Against Appropriations 


and Councilman Amidon 


Raises a Question. 


Many --important matters were con- 


sidered at the adjourned meeting of the 
city council Tuesday evening. Rules were 
suspended to allow business to be pre- 
sented in the order of a regular meeting, 
and in addition to the final parsing of the 
appropriations for the year as read last 
week, several new matters were taken up. 


Paving on Holden, Eagle, Bank and 


Union streets was considered, a recom- 
mendation to borrow $30,000 for sewer 
work was made, and the curfew ordinance 
was introduced. There were two distinct 
surprises in the meeting. One was when 
Councilman Braceweil voted against the 
entire list of appropriations and 
the 


raising of money by taxation, thus mak- 
ing good his hinted action if the matter 
of a hospital appropriation were not con- 
sidered. The other was when Council- 
man Amidon rose to inquire about the 
payment of the salary of the clerk of the 
city treasurer, 


Mr. Amidon's point was a new one, and 


caused considerable discussion after the 
meeting was adjourned. 
He 
asked 


whether the clerk was a city official, and 
entitled to draw a salary. The section of 
the charter bearing on the subject was 
read, and Mr. Amidon went on to ask if 
the council had ordered the payment of 
the salary of this clerk last year, and if 
such an order was not necessary. Unless 
the council had ordered this, he thought 
the salary should be paid personally by 
the city treasurer, as the'council bad not 
recognized formally that an assistant was 
necessary, although everyone recognized 
that in this case a clerk was very much 
needed. Formal discussion was stopped 
by adjournment, but the members talked 
it over for some time afterward. 


The couucilmen absent were Arm- 


strong, Hooker, Mignault, Bice and 
Flagg. The first business, after rules 
were suspended, was a communication 
trom the mayor recommending the im- 
mediate paving of the following streets: 
Holden, from Main to Center, cost esti- 
mated at $3,300; Bank and Morris to Bos- 
ton & Albany tracks, estimated cost |4,- 
250; Eagle from Main to Union, estimated 
cost $10,500; Union from Eagle to the first 
bridge, estimated cost $7,500. The plans 
for the grades and improvement of these 
streets are nearly done, and waivers of 
damages signed by nearly all the abuttors, 
while all the waivers are expected soon. 
The total cost estimated for the work is 
$25,500. It was referred to the committee 
on streets. 


Another recommendation 
from the 


mayor was for the borrowing of $50,000 
for not over 30 years at not more than 4 
per cent, for sewer work. This, with the 
order for the same, was referred to the 
finance committee. This is about the 
amount it was expected would be recom- 
mended, and as described in TEG TEANB- 
CRIPT some time ago, is to complete the 
little work that remains on the north 
branch of the river, and to free the south 
branch from sewage. 


The oarfaw ordinance was presented, 


accompanied by a petition from the 
Woman's Christian Temperance union as 
a body and 30 others. The ordinance is 
practically as already outlined in those 
columns. Its provisions are that children 
under 16 shall not be on the streets after 
9 o'clock between April 1 and October 31 
after 8 o'clock between November 1 and 
March 31. Where they are found on the 
streets contrary to this rule, unless ac- 
companied by parents or sent by parents, 
they are liable to a fine of |5. Parents, 
for allowing their children on the streets 
contrary to this rule unless from some 
reasonable necessity, are subject to a fine 
of from $1 to f 10. No child shall be con- 
fined until he or she has been first taken 
home to tee if tbe parents will assume the 
responsibility. The petition and ordi- 
nance were referred. 


An order accepting the new state law 


for the appointment of constables by the 
mayor and city council in all cities was 
passed, it fating advised by the city solic- 
itor. This new law does away with pre- 
vious loop holes for the authority of 
constables. 


The appropriations were taken up on 


the second reading and passed, Council- 
man Bracewell's opposition being the 
only negative vote. The appropriations 
have already been printed, the total be- 
ing $319,562.17. The order for raising this 
amount less cash on hand and antici- 
pated receipts hy taxation was also passed. 
It is estimated that the tar rate will be 
about $33 on $1000, 


No committee reports were made, and 


after the questions raised by Councilman 
Amidon and given above, the council ad- 
journed.

EniTon TRANSCRIPT: 


No man who travels in the soutb and 


keeps his eyes open is ever at a loss for 
subjects to write about. The trouble is 
what to leave out. The wonder is, as you 
pass from state to state, covering hun- 
dreds of miles and seeing little save negro 
nuts, where did the southern army find 
soldiers enough to man their guns as long 
as they did. Here and there we stop at a 
station and look in vain for more than 
half a dozen houses. We were told that 
we should see a nice town at Welden, N. 
C. Welden is a railroad center of some 
importance, but a more dirty, dilapitaUd 
town one seldom finds,—railroad station 
rotten 
and 
filthy 
beyond compare, 


poor waiting rooms, hardly a chair, 
and 
we 
had 
to 
wait 
four 


hoars — cars 
off 
the 
track. 


It ia a fact that bags of many varietie 
and shades galore look at you from cracks 
in the walls. 


But enough of Welden. As fine a city 


as any you will find in the Nor\h is Char- 
lotte, N. C.,—20,000 people—and a variety 
of mills, cotton taking the lead. Atlanta, 
Ga., has over 100,000 population and is a 
charming place to spend a few weeks. 
One finds on every hand in the South cot- 
ton mills at work day and night and new 
mills going up. Cotton at the door, long 
hours and cheap help tell the story. 


The race question is one of burning in- 


terest. It dwarfs every other. White 
domination is the the watchword. The 
line *s drawn on both sides, and whoever 
crosses it must pay the penalty. If the 
black man crosses, often his life pays the 
penalty. The least black blood is enouzb. 
One might as well be black as mid- 
night as to have the least dark shade. 
What of the black man and his race. To 
my mind his future is a dark one, but 
much depends on bis surrounding, Where 
he is well used be makes progress. I sel- 
dom take up a southern paper without 
reading of one or more outrages that stir 
my blood. A few week ago a black 
bishop of the Methodist church south was 
refused a lunch at a railroad station in 
Georgia. A man of fine appearance, 
highly educated who had been the guest 
of the Queen of England asked for food 
at the eating house of a southern railroad. 
He Lad ridden all night and moraing 
fouud him 100 miles from his home— 
Atlantr, '•> asked for coffee and sandwich 
and v.ab re ossd, and was told that they 
did net ;..e., "niggers." All this under the 
stars aud airipss and at the close ot this 
wonderful 19th century. 


Only yesterday in Sonth Carolina, & 


black man aloue in his hut and iso^ted, 
was mobbed and his home was burned to 
ashes. What was his offense? He had, 
so the d o r said, small pox. He man- 
aged to escape to the woods. Passions 
born of heli find vent in numerous places 
of the South. In a small town in this old 
north state I read: 
"Stop my paper. I 


like it, ::11 my folks liKe it, but we have 
got a nigger postmuster and I will not 
want a nigger to handle anything for me." 


Another: In a town in this state one of 


the school committee is an educated black 
man. In some of the schools vi hen they 
see the black man coming the school 
house doors are locked, as the parents say 
they will not have a nigger over their 
children, and so I could cover page after 
page, but enough. 


Yet amid all this gloom there are fairer 


soots. 
It all depends where the black 


man is located. I met a large-hearted 
southern man, a man who fought with 
Lee and was with him at his surrender, 
who save me much information. He is a 
large cotton manufacturer in Durhtja, N. 
C. He siys; "We must give the black 
man a chance," aud he told me of 
an experiment bound to succeed in 
a 
town not 
far 
from 
his home. 


A cotton mill is now running that was 
built by black men. General Carr—for he 
gave .me bis card—saw their lack of funds 
to complete the mill and came to their 
relief in the sum of $10,000. He told me 
that it <vas the intention of the blacks to 
r-iko entire charge ot the business, and 
be general said they will do it. They 
^k ariAice 
and 
it is given 
freely. 


ID v>as refreshing to meet such a man, 
aad no doubt there are many more. He 
in/itea nu to his home andsaia I would 
always nud the star and stripes floating 
over his mill and the school house nearby. 


What a beautiful tribute Senator Hoar 


paid old Berkshire, and it was true. New 
England, Berkshire mountains, duplicate 
them if you can, Yes, we love her 
mountains, valleys, woods and streams 
and always her people. 


I expect to leave for the North this 


week.
